Study Meat Quality . 
Housewives and consumers in 
general no doubt will be interest­ 
ed 
in 
a 
national 
co-operative 
study which is now delving into 
this question of meat quality and 
its tastiness. 
The study is fost­ 
ered by the National Live Stock 
and Meat Board and the 
actual 
work of carry ing it out has been 
assumed by state agricultural ex­ 
periment stations throughout the 
country and the 
United 
States 
Department of Agric u l t u r e . 
These agencies are seeking to de­ 
termine the 
factors 
which 
in­ 
fluence quality and palatability of 
meat. 
Some of these factors are 
known but there are 
others 
y et 
to be uncovered. 
To reach a final 
analy sis 
of 
quality and palatability of meat 
these research agencies are going 
to the very bottom of 
the 
sub­ 
ject. 
Their work starts with ex­ 
perimentation on the 
breeding 
and feeding of the meat animals. 
The observations are carried on 
through 
the 
slaughtering 
and 
processing 
of 
the 
meat 
and 
through the two final 
steps 
of 
cooking and tasting. 
Co o k in g Tests Im p o rtan t. 
'I’he cooking tests arc 
consid­ 
ered one of the most 
important 
steps of the entire chain of work. 
Dr. P. F. Trowbridge, director of 
the 
North 
Dakota 
Experiment 
Station, who is chairman of the 
cooking committee for the study , 
emphasizes 
the 
necessity 
for 
great care in the cooking of the 
experimental meats. 
The 
com­ 
mittee has worked out an official 
method for the roasting of beef 
and is now working on a method 
for other meats. 
It is not expected or intended 


that housewives will follow 
the 
cooking methods as laid down by 
the committee but there is every 
assurance that when the study is 
completed it will reveal 
a great 
deal of information 
of 
value to 
the woman who daily buy s and 
prepares meat- 
Other interesting 
phases 
of 
the study include 
the 
develop­ 
ment of mechanical 
means 
by 
which color and texture can be 
definitely measured.

and old By zantine palaces, that have 
seen better day s, now serve as stables 
for the princely camels of the cara­ 
van company . 
But the caterpillar trucks, involv­ 
ing a newr principle in mechanics, just 
as the camel involves a unique prin­ 
ciple of animal anatomy , is said to 
be a much superior means of propul­ 
sion.

The frozen grou nd cov ers an 
area of 5,000,000 squ are kilometers, a 
territory half u s large as Eu rop e. 
In 
Jaku tsk a well has been su nk to a 
dep th of 117 meters withou t finding 
the bottom of the frozen stratu m. The 
ice hinders the sinking of su rface wa­ 
ter, so that v ast cold hogs or tu ndras 
are formed on what might otherwise 
he fertile soil. The only sp ots where 
thawing ev er p enetrates this ev erlast­ 
ing ice are directly beneath stov e- 
heated hou ses. Cases are on record 
where these thawed colu mns of soil 
tap p ed su bterranean

310,960,019 Coins 
Were Made in 1927 
Washington. — Fifty-eight 
million 
nickels, 175,847,000 pennies and 49.- 
006,000 dimes were turned into the 
pockets cf the nation by the United 
States mints during the fiscal year 
ending .Tune 30, according to a report 
just issued by the director of the mint. 
The coinage of money by the mints 
in Philadelphia, Denver, San Francis­ 
co and 
Washington fluctuated con­ 
siderably during the last year, but this 
is due to varying demands for new 
money by the banks of the country, it 
was saif$. 
The total domestic coinage for 1927 
numbered 310,960,019 coins, 
with 
a 
value of $102,653,129. Compared to the 
report of 1926, there is a decrease in 
the number of pieces produced, but an 
increase in the value of the coins. 
The most valuable coins produced 
were the double eagle gold pieces, with 
a total value of $82,840,(XX). Proving 
wide prosperity in the nation is the 
fact that more gold coins were made 
by the mints in 1927 than in the previ­ 
ous year, with a value of nearly $10,- 
(XX),OOO more, 
In silver coinage, the total produced 
for 1927 was 72,323,019 pieces valued 
at 
$14,029,539. 
Last year’s 
figures 
show 65,012,456 pieces with a value 
of $19,183,178. In this case it is shown 
that there were more pieces made this 
year, but with less value than the pro­ 
duction of 1926.

Ground Never Thaws 
in Northern Siberia 
Eternal ice, to depths of more than 
IOO yards, binds the soil of jorthern 
Siberia even in summer, according 
to Professor Schostakowitch, of Ir­ 
kutsk. who spoke at Berlin recently 
before the Bertin Geographical so­ 
ciety. The frozen ground covers an 
area of 5,000,000 square kilometers, a 
territory half as large as Europe. 
In 
Jakutsk a well has been sunk to a 
depth of 117 meters without finding 
the bottom of tile frozen stratum. The 
ice hinders the sinking of surface wa­ 
ter, so that vast cold bogs or tundras 
are formed on what might otherwise 
be fertile soil. Tile only spots where 
thawing ever penetrates this everlast­ 
ing Ice are directly beneath stove- 
heated houses. Cases are on record 
where these thawed columns of soil 
tapped 
subterranean 
rivers 
flowing 
nuder the ice layer, resulting in ver­ 
itable artesian wells that spurted to 
the ceilings and drove out tile occu­ 
pants. This water soon froze, turn 
ing the whole house into a solid block 
of ice, decorated with gigantic icicles.

Yellowstone Park, Wyo.—Tile wild 
animals of Yellowstone National park 
are making themselves more conspicu­ 
ous tills season tiian ever before. Al­ 
though the bear is looked upon as one 
of the great attractions of the Yellow­ 
stone arui may always be seen along 
the roads or at Hie special feeding 
grounds, Hie shyer animals that usual­ 
ly seek the higher ranges in the sum­ 
mer season seem to be staying closer 
to tile main highways of the park. 
Many park visitors report seeing 
mother elk and their calves and a 
number of baby deer. 
Moose are also 
reported 
plentiful, scarcely 
a 
day 
passing without some tourist report­ 
ing that he lias seen a splendid bull 
or a cow and lier calf. 
Of course there are special sight­ 
seeing trips, and on these one may 
seek out the wild life of tile park, 
gaining perhaps Hie best results from 
a hike or a horseback trip conducted 
to Specimen ridge from Carap Roose­ 
velt, in the northeast section of tile 
park. 
In this region wild animals 
may almost always be found. 
Parties taking these trips recently

Iii this rather quilt spot, how­ 
ever, those who are out for a real 
rest and vacation trip st up for several 
days to fish the rivers and explore 
the mountains and forest trails near 
the camp.
